KITCHEN SCRUBBING. 


Soft, Abwrb.nl B««. th. Beit M.teri.1 for 
Tbl» Importun* Work. 


Old flannel of all kinds should be 


kept for scrubbing and cleaning paint— 
undeiTests, drawers, skirts, all come 
in for it. In England, where scrubbing 
is still the glory of the poorer people, 
cottagers vying with each other on the 
color of their boards, there is ft coarsa 
oray flannel made, called "house flan- 
nel," expressly for the purpose. Next 
to flannel is old coarse soft linen, old 
kitchen towels, crash, etc. So neces- 
saiy to good cleaning is soft absorbent 
material, that I would almost rather 
my maids destroy articles of far more 
value than tho scrub cloths, because 
the supply is so limited, especially if 
we give away our disused undercloth- 
ing. For this reason keap the supply 
under jour own care, sea that after 
each using the cloth is dried and not 
thrown away, until it is really used as 
long us possible. 
Many girls will b« 


conscientious about towels and dusters, 
because they have a money value, but 
cleaning clotlis, being only rags, they 
will consider may be thrown aside any 
time and fresh ones taken. In addition 
to the soft wet cloth, a dry rnbbei 
(best m.ulu of old Russian ciash that 
has done service for round or dish 
towel) should bo kept; :v scrubbing 
brush of hard bristles is best, the soft 
e-tcclsior brushes are of little use excep 
for coarse paint, and brushes made o: 
bi oom straw, although not entire)] 
satisfactory, are about the best one can 
get when bristle brushes are not to be 
had or arc too expensive. Tables tha 
h:ivc been neglected may be bleachei 
by spreading on them over night a 
layer of wood ashes, made into a mor 
tar-like paste with water, the nextdaj 
brush it off and scrub. The same past 
may bo laid on floors when spotted wit 
grease

dean oil cloth, do not scrub it unless 
it has been badly cleaned many times, 
when, with the fine corrugated surface 
now usual, the dirt, 01 lather the dirty 
water allowed to remain in it will have 
grimmed it so that you will need to 
uue a soft brush and scrub the way of 
the lines; but usually, warm water, 
one wet and dry cloth are all that are 
needed 
Oil cloth and paint need the 


wiping with a coarse dry cloth as much 
as boards, and will well repay th« 
extra trouble

Baitl he had made arrangements to go 
home in his sleigh to feed the stock and 
was about u block away from the Up- 
house store where Otho Hill was when 
he met Lon Hill. On the way up the 
at reel he met two boys who told him that 
the Hills intended to whip him; that Joe 
Johnson also told him he had better look 
out for the Hills would do him np; also 
that he bad told Dr. Toby it the two 
Hills jumped on him he would hurt them 
and burl them bad. When he met Lon 
Hill defendant hail u talk with him, and 
on inquiry replied that it was true, he 
had said he could whip any two Hills 
thai lived. Lon then asked defendant 
(ago down where Otho was and they 
would have it out. 
Defendant declined 


to go, and said tlmt he was ready then 
and there. 
But l.on insisted on defend- 


ant going down to the store and dared 
him t.. KO. There was no way out of it, 
and he Blurted down the street, with Lon. 
Defendant at I he same time pulled out 
hia knife and told Uii he would use it on 
both if Lou and Oth came at him at once, 
and he added that he was resolved to use 
the knife if bo! h came at him. On reach- 
ing the Uphonse store Otho came out, 
when he again announced that he would 
line the knife if both came at him at once, 
and said he could whip all four of the 
Hill brothers if they would come at him 
singlj. 
Defendant stated he did not 


strike the first blow, but that both the 
brol hern struck him twice, and that he 
WUH thrown down and partly into the 
street with Lon on U.p of him before he 
used the knife or made any effort to de- 
fend himself. 
Defendant said he had 


never liked Lon, who received the fatal 
cuts. 


The defense at the opening of court 


bail Ur. 1>. T. Kyner, of Macon, put on 
the aland to testify. He was asked par- 
ticularly about the wound Alonzo had 
received at the hand of Harrah. His 
testimony was chiefly on the 
proper 


treatment ot the cut. 
He would not 


have used the powder us Dr. Naftel did, 
but would have sewed up the cut at once. 
He believed that blood poisoning was the 
cause of death, and that a man in ordi- 
nary good health who had received a 
like cut might have recovered with proper 
treatment. With the evidence of the 
Doctor the defense closed their case. 


In rebuttal to reinstate the Hill boys, 


the prosecution had B. H. Woodcock, E. 
T. Willoughby, William Willoughby, 
Elijah Walker, John Walker, S. Alexan- 
der, L. F. Webb and S. O. Washburn 
placed on the stand to prove that the 
general reputation of the Hill brothers 
at Mncon for peaceableness and proper 
conduct was good. Some of the wit- 
nesses had known Ihe brolhers since 
they were htlle boys. On cross-exami- 
nation il was shown that Lon had been 
in ono light land that Otho had been in 
two or three. 


Thejproseculion then closed. 


THE ARGUMENT.

There is no 
limit as to Ihe time that will be consumed 
in talking. I. R. Mills opened the case 
for tho People. He will be followed by 
J. M. Keady and L A. Buckingham for 
the defense, and State's Attorney Vail 
will close for the 
prosecution.

Buckingham said he would talk about 
three hours. 


The case will be given to the jury to- 


night or to-morow morning.
